THE GROUND CUCKOO. 


One of the nwt Interesting xoolngtcal 
oddities In th# t'allforula ground cue* 
koo. He usually u from twenty to 
twenty-live In. he* long. Including bis 
tnll. which measure* our-half df his 
whole length. On account of bU *uiaU 
wing* he is a |toor tiler, but wtuit he 
lacks in aerial dexterity he makes, up 
In j*ede*trlan velocity. With his four 
yard jumps be can outrun the swiftest 
race horse. His geographies I range 
Is confined to southern California, 
Mexico and some part* of Texas. As 
a bird of prey the ground cuckoo oat- 
wit* hi* most avidlou* fellow crea¬ 
tures. -Snail* ami large worm* consti¬ 
tute hi* principal food, which lie is 
busy all day iu digging out of the 
ground. But he doe* not liesltgte to’ 
attack larger animal*. It is do trou¬ 
ble for him to get the better of small 
snake*, and when domes!leafed lie 
beat* any cat or dog In the extermina¬ 
tion of mice and small bouse pests. 

Most curiously Interesting la the 
strategic sagacity he displays in the 
capture of large rattlesnake*. These 
-he- dare not meet' in fair and open 
combat. A* soou as be capias a rattle¬ 
snake sleeping In the sun near a cac¬ 
tus hedge he surrounds his victim with 
a heap of the prickly leaves until he 
is well hemmed In. He then pricks 
at the reptile a few times with bis 
shati* bill, which causes a sudden com¬ 
motion in the cactus heap. In hla at¬ 
tempt to disentangle himself from the 
leaves he wounds bis tcuder flesh, aud 
It takes but an hour or two for tbe 
average rattler to die of 'sheer ex¬ 
haustion and furnish ai much coveted 
tidbit for tbe sly cuckoo. His meth¬ 
od with hfs prey resembles that of the 
cat wfth the mouse.
